clauses ( 1 ) and ( 3 ) of article 207 of the Constitution of India read 
with article 206 thereof and the Proclamation dated the 24 th March, 
1965 , issued under Article 356 of the Constitution, as extended by the 
Parliament for a period of six months with effect from the 11th 
November, 1965 , the introduction of the Kerala Appropriation (Vote 
on Account) Bill, 1966 , in the Lok Sabha and also the consideration 
of the Bill. 

2 . The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha immediately 
after the Demands for Grants, ‘on account’ for the expenditure of 
the Government of the State of Kerala for the year 1966-67 have 
been voted.
